WASHINGTON", May 20.—Considera- 


tion was resumed of the Philippine* gov- 
ernment bill in the scnute today shortly 
lifter 11 o'clock. 


Mr. Lodge (Mass.) in charge of the 


measure offered two or 
three 
amend 


ments of minor character which were 
agreed to. He then offered an amend- 
ment extending to the inhabitants the 
"bill of rights" of Ihe constitution of the. 
United States, except the right to bear 
arms and the right of a trial by jury. In 
answer 
to an inquiry by Mr. Pcllus 


(Ala.) Mr. Lodge explained tlmt, in the 
opinion of the majority of the commit- 
tee on Philippines it would be unwise in 
the 
present circumstances tc 
extend 


tho-,e rights to the Filipinos. The amend- 
ment wan agreed to. 


Other amendments were

.Sonic other iinicndmenth were nclun 


cd but they were of a verbal or mhiu 
chpraetcr. 


Mr. Morgan (Ala.) then addressed til 


.icimle upon the bill. He cordially ap 
proved the general purposes of the n 
lire which, he said, were a decided im 
pi'ovemeiit upon the law now in force i 
the Philippines. Certain changes whic 
he did not indicate ought to be rmule i 
the bill, but in a general way it lookei 
lownnl peace. He read an editorial from 
an Alabama newspaper which he adopt 
ed us his own sentiments. That editor 
inl held that'as the United .States bn 
put its hand to the plow in r.hc Philip 
piue> it could not turn uack. Tho insur 
rectiou in the islands, Mr. Morgan 5 
was broken and the duty was left to this 
government to provide a ju-it and cquit 
able government for the people. Divls 
ion in the council* in this country he be 
licved kept the bolo men and liulroncs ii 
the licld, When that division was set- 
tled peace in the islands in a practica, 
way would be assured. 


If Aguinaldo hnd in fael, driven Span- 


ish dominion from the islands or had de- 
stroyed the power of the United States 
to hold Manila under the peace protocol 
he said, he had worked a miracle in the 
development of national power that no 
•other man ever attempted. 


"If Spain was unable to, cope with bis 


forces," he said, "it does not follow that 
'Aguinaldo could destroy by an edict the 
military and naval forces of the United 
St.atcs." 


"1 excuse those, now who sec n fatal 


mistake.'' continued Mr. .Morgan, ''in the 
fatal policy of the peace treaty; I still 
excuse them for not trying to repeal that 
concession when we know that the .«uc- 
ITSO ol an effort would throw the Fili- 
pino people bac-k into the arms of Spain 
whose tyrannies have made her the un- 
forgiving enemies. To have crowned .inch 
a \\:ir, waged with such a generous pur- 
pose, with such a result, said he, would 
have 
dismayed stronger 
hearts than 


those tlmt beat in the bosoms even of his 


It iv'ss our arms that divorced church 
and state in the Philippines which result 
Ayuinaldo could not- have accomplished 
had he ever attempted it, ''We have 
dedicated those islands/' he said, "lo the 
^freedom ot religion: we iave unahacklcd 
them from the dominion of an establish- 
ed cBurch and no power will ever exist 
that can undo our work through mili- 
tary, civil or other agencies." 


Itcicrring to the statements of cruel- 


tics of American soldiers toward Fili- 
pinos Mr. .Morgan said that investigation 
by proper authority by an entire army 
was a duty to it and the men of the 
nrmy. 


"Their mouths 
tire closed.'' said 
he, 


"and they are not permitted to appear 
at the bar of the senate to answer these 
charges."

Ecvcrting to the question of citizenship 


lie declared that if the Filipinos are not 
fit to be citizens 'of-the United States, 
they are not (it to govern themselves. 
He said that he could not believe that 
a-ny people wiU'siiffcr harm through our 
ell'oi'ts to bless them.

The present 
library quarters have been leased for an- 
other year from June first next.

beautiful in the city and in a section

more attractive. The price to be paid 
for the property is considered by real 
estate men to be very loiv and reason- 
able. The donation of Mrs. Hall to ihe 
fund was $1,000. Tlic purchase of the

ability hud caused the disease to spread 
50 rapidly. Cases were 
recited where 


milk'was peddled from a house wliere 
smallpox existed, to thirty families and 
people went in nnd out of the place. 


In the opinion of the physicians pres- 


ent the only sure way of stamping out 
the disease was lor everybody 
to get 


vaccinated and it wns agreed that all 
would be vaccinated free of charge by 
the members of the board of health if 
they so desired,

attorney and which it was proposed to 
present to the council at the special 
meeting, for adoption. These measures 
were Tin;i.nir.iously ratified by the board 
and it was the unanimous opinion of 
those who violated the law should be 
enforced vigorously.

So far as he knew, there 
was not a single person ir, Racine strick- 
en with smallpox who had been vaccin- 
ated. He spoke of one family in particu- 
lar where all had been'sick with the dis- 
ease except one and that one had been 
vaccinated. 


Dr. W, S. Haven also said a few days 


ago rliat he did not know of a single pcr- 
sor, in the city having 
been 
stricken 


with smallpox who had been vaccinated, 
lie deems it the only sure prevcntative. 


Dr. r. R, Oarlock stated that he con- 


sidered vaccination the only sure prc- 
vcnUitivc from smallpox. He knew of 
instances where people who had been 
vacciiinti-d having smallpox in a mild 
form, but never in a dangerous charac- 
ter.

I'ennsylvnniii anthracite miners nrc try 
in;; to gntlior a national convention o 
their union for the purpose of extcndini 
the strike lo tl:c bituminous coal lieldi 
and calling out all the 450,000 members, 
of the organization. While the policv 
advocated by the hard coal miners is it I 
togetlier natural under the circnmstau 
ces. the national organization will mak 
a mistake, ftvc believe, if it grants their 
rcipiest. 


The nivKirn-citc miners have a rea' 


grievance. It is not so much the refusa' 
oi the wages and hours they ask as the 
refusal to treat with them as an orgnn- 
i/iUion. The puWie clearly understands 
that when capital becomes so completely 
and compnctly organized as in the hare 
coal trust it is absurd to ask working- 
men to deal with it as individuals, Fnce 
to face with capital thus organized, labor 
must be organized tt> preserve its rights.

Consequently buying milk at a 
cheese factory by the Babcock test Is a 
fnlr method. Even If one lot of milk 
rich in fr.t does not contain quite so 
much casein as another lot with the 
same percentage of fat the value of 
choeso Is about the same as the milk 
deficient in casein is that much richer 
In fat. If there was some method oi 
readily determining the amount of 
casein, Jt would be advisable to buy 
milk at a cheese factory ou tbe basis 
oC both the amount o£ casein and fat 
it contains.—Amerltan Agriculturist.

Dr. Mar- 
tin Friedricli made au investigation of 
tht! disease, the results of vaccination, 
and reported to Mayor Johnson,

the bead of Topics of the Times, the 
Arena, a magazine, publishes an article 
headed; ''How Cleveland Stamped 
out 


Smallpox." A house to house disinfec- 
tion wilh formaldehyde succeeded after 
vaccination and quarantine failed. 
In 


part-the nrticlc says: 


"I laid these facts 'before Mayor John- 


son and proposed to stop vaccination 
entirely and instead of it disinfect thor- 
oughly with formaldehyde every section 
of :he city where smallpox had made iis 
appearance; also to give the city ft gen- 
em! cleaning up, The mayor not only 
conpentcd to my plan, but also gave me 
all aid needed. I formed two squnds of 
diiiinfectora, preferring 
modicgl stud- 


ents for ihe work. Each pquad consisted 
of twenty men, vitli i regular saniwry 
patrolman at their head, and each man 
•\VILS provided with 
a regular sanitarj' 


formaldehyde generator. 
Thus equipped 


they started out to disinfect every sec- 
tion of the city where the disease had 
sliown its head, and every house in this 
section, no matter if smallpox had been

While there1 has been talk of Warden 


McGlaughry's seeking another place, his 
resignation was,a surprise to the mem-

peared with his resignation. Reports 
that Governor La Follettae took a hand 
in the matter in order to create a place 
for a new man'arc denied absolutely hy 
members of the board, who say the gov- 
ernor has not interfered in the-least. 


FEELING AT PRISON. 


The real rea&on for McClaughry's res- 


ignation, it is stated, is found in the feel- 
ing at the prison, especially since the dis- 
missal of the deputy warden abou^ two 
months ago for brutal treatment of pris- 
oners. At the.name time the 'board cur- 
tailed the warden's power-in the appoint- 
ment and discharge of subordinates, and 
this helped to Strengthen the opposition 
to him which had 
sprung- up

Warden McClaughry credit for bringing 
the fitate prison up1 to a high point o: 
cleanliness and efficiency, Jind say there 
has been no better kept prison in the 
country. His main trouble, it is assert- 
ed, arose from his oivn obstiniicy, and 
sample of this is cited in an incidenL.just 
after his appointment three years ago.

Senators Spooner, Quay and Morgan 


. Discuss the Measure.

WASHINGTON. May 29.—Considera- 


tion was resumed of the Philippines gov- 
ernment bill in the senate today shortly 
after 11 o'clock. 


Mr. Lodge (Mass.) in charge of the 


measure offered two or 
three 
amend- 


ments of minor character which were 
agreed to. He then offered an amend- 
ment extending to the inhabitants the 
"bill of rights" of the constitution of the 
United States, except the right to bear 
arms and the right of a trial by jury. In 
answer 
to an inquiry by Mr. Pcttus 


(Ala.) Mr. Lodge explained that, in the 
opinion of the majority of the commit- 
tee on Philippines it would be unwise in 
the. 
present circumstances 
to 
extend 


those rights to the Filipinos. The amend- 
ment was agreed to. 


Other amendments were 
adopted as 


Providing that nothing in the pending 


bill shall be held to amend or repeal the 
ac-t providing for revenue for the Phil- 
ippines: providing that a single home- 
stead entry shall not exceed forty acres 
in extent; providing that the beneficial 
use shall be the basis, the measure, and 
,the limit of all rights to water -in the 
islands, and that the government is au- 
thorized to make rules for the use of 
the water supply, providing that if bonds 
or any portion thereof shall be paid out 
of the funds of the government of said 
islands such municipality shall reimburse 
snid government for the sum thus paid 
and said government is hereby empower- 
ed to collect said sum by the levy and 
collection .of taxes'on iuch^iftum'cipality. 


Some other amendments were adopt- 


ed but they were of a verbal or mhior 
character. 


Mr. Morgan (Ala.) then addressed the 


senate upon the bill. He cordially ap- 
proved the general purposes of the meas- 
ure which, he said, were a decided im- 
provement upon the law now in force in 
the Philippines. Certain changes which 
he did not indicate ought to be made in 
the bill, but in a general way it looked 
toward peace. He read an editorial from 
an Alabama newspaper which he adopt- 
ed as his own sentiments. That editor- 
ial held that as the United States had 
put its hand to the plow in the Philip- 
pines it could not turn back. The insur- 
rection in the islands, Mr. Morgan said, 
was broken and the duty was left to this 
government to provide a just and equit- 
able government for the people. Divis- 
ion in the councils in this country he be- 
lieved kept the bolo men and ladrones in 
the Meld. When that division was set- 
tled peace in the islands in a practical 
way would be assured. 


If Aguinaldo had in fact, driven Span- 


ish dominion from the islands or had de- 
stroyed the power of the United States 
to hold Manila under the peace protocol, 
he said, he had worked a mirac'- in the 
development of national power that no 
'other man ever attempted. 


"If Spain was unable to cope with his 


forces," he said, "it does not follow that 
'Aguinaldo could destroy by an edict the 
military and naval forces of the United 
States." 


"I excuse those now who see a fatal 


mistake." continued Mr. Morgan, ''in the 
fatal policy of the peace treaty; I still 
excuse them for not trying to repeal that 
concession when we know that the suc- 
cess of an effort would throw the Fili- 
pino people back into the arms of Spain 
whose tyrannies have made her the \;n 
forgiving enemies. To have crowned axieh 
a war. waged with such a generous pur- 
pose, with such a result, said he, would 
have 
dismayed stronger 
hearts 
than 


those that beat in the bosoms even of his 
Democratic colleagues. 


There, never had been, said Mr. Mor- 


gan, a pretense of organixation in the 
Philippines. It was unjust to criticise 
,De\vey for refusing to recognize Aguinal- 
lio as president of the Philippine govern 
ment. "Had he done so," said he, "he 
would have given aid and comfort to the 
declared enemies of the United States.1 


1 This was the legal attitude of Aguin 
aldo and every other Filipino bccausr 
Dewey had no power to change a declar- 
ation of war by congress. 
• 


- "Dewoy," he said, "believed Aguinaldo 
.was devoted to the'success of. American 
arms and had no reason la feel that he 
was a sflt'-sceking adventurer."' 
-^ 


Ho spoko of the religious freedom giv- 


en to the Filipinos by the United States 
and said that it was for. this, he plea-led 


* his excuse to his Democratic brethren 


for insisting that this cardinal principle 
must be permanent in .the Philippines. 


It was our arms that divorced church 
and state in the Philippines which result 
Aguinaldo could not- haA'e accomplished 
had he ever attempted it. "\Ve have 
dedicated those islands," he said, "to the 
'freedom of religion; we have unshackled 
them from the dominion of an establish- 
ed church and no power will ever exist 
that can undo our work through mili- 
tary, civil or other agencies." 


Referring to the statements of cruel- 


ties of American soldiers toward Fili- 
pinos Mr. .Morgan said that investigation 
by proper authority by an entire army 
was a duty to it and the men of the 
army. 


"Their mouths are closed," said he, 


"and 
they are not permitted to appear 


at the bar of the senate to answer these 
charges." ; 


Reverting to the question of citizenship 


he declared that if the Filipinos are not 
fit to be citizens of the United States, 
they are not fit to govern themselves. 
He, said that he could not believe that 
any people will'suffer harm through our 
efforts to bless them. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's 


speech the senate agreed that when ifc 
adjourn today it be until Saturday. 


After some routine business Mr. Clay. 


(Gn.) addressed the senate in opposition 
•to the pending Philippine government 
bill. 


SENATOR SPOONER SPEAKS, . 


At the close of .Mr. Clay's speech Mr. 


Spooner (Wis.) took the floor. In antici- 
pation of his speech the galleries had 
long been crowded. There also was a 
good attendance on the floor of the sen- 
ate. Mr. Spooner'said it was remarka- 
ble that weeks had been spent upon a 
bill, designed to give greater civil gov- 
ernment to the islands in denunciation 
of the army. He said the speeches of the 
minority were characterized by passions. 


Mr. Spoorer said, Mr. C'a'rmack indulg-

would regret. Mr/ Spooner then paid a 
tribute of praise to the president's ser- 
vice in Cuba.

This val- 
ey was deeply strewn with ashes. Mr. 
iiavanagh was guided by an aged ne- 
gress, to where an old foot path only led 
;o Lake Palmiste near the summit of the 
rater. There an iron cross 20 feet high 
was buried in ashes to within a foot of 
its top. Before him stretched upward 
;he mountain slope covered with ashes, 
which, soaked by the heavy rains and 
Daked by the sun and volcano heat look- 
ed like a cement sidewalk. The whole 
mountain top was shrouded in smoke. 
Forgetful of the explosion he continued 
upwards.

WASHINGTON) May 28.—Tho remains 


of the late Lord Pauueefote, British am- 
bassador to Washington' today were ac- 
corded a national funeral, in token of the 
high esteem set by the American people 
on the personal worth of the deceased 
and as an acknowledgment of the friend- 
ly feeling which is cherished towards 
Great Britain. Every department of the 
national government was represented and 
.the numerous diplomatic body, where for 
so many years the late Lord Pauncefote 
.was dean, .was present in the persons of 
ambassadors, ministers and charges d' 
affaires. In addition to.these "the resi- 
dent society of the capitol was fully rep- 
resented. The presence of a thousand 
men in arms was the visible signs of mil- 
itary participation in the funeral. The 
church of which the deceased was a mem- 
ber did ilionor to his memory toy bring- 
jng to Washington io conduct the ser- 
.vices the co-adjutor -bishop of Philadel- 
phia,

Since Lord Pauncefote's death last Sat- 


urday morning his remains had been ly- 
ing in state in the .large saloon of the 
embassy building.

Soon after 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing the sound of marching feet and the

Adopt Energetic Measures. 


VIOLATIONS OF LAW 


WILL BE PUNISHED

Assistants for Board of Health—Copies of 


State Law Regarding Contagions Dis- 


«as«s to be Prlmted and 
. 


Circulated, 


For two and a half hours yesterday af- 


ternoon the members of the board of 
health, composed of Drs. S. C. Buehan, 
Walter C. Haven and F. J, Pope, Health 
Officer Fred Piister; Mayor Michael Hig- 
gins, City Attorney Mortimer Walker 
and Dr. Peehn, of Western Union Junc- 
tion, or Corliss, discussed the smallpox 
epidemic, ways and meaiis to stamp it 
out and prosecution of those who violate 
the law. 


From the tenor of the conversation it 


was evident that there was over forty- 
five known cases of the disease here; 
that many cases had never been report- 
ed; that persons who were afflicted de- 
liberately mingled with the outside world 
as did many people from houses which 
had been quarantined, which in all prob- 
ability had caused the disease to spread 
so rapidly. Cases were 
recited where 


milk was peddled from a house where 
smallpox existed, to thirty families and 
people went in and out of the place. 


In the opinion of the physicians pres- 


ent the only sure way of stamping out 
the disease was for everybody to get 
vaccinated and it was agreed that all 
would be vaccinated free of charge by 


the board of health if 


cure the prosecution and punishment of 
each and every violation of these laws, 
andi that a copy of these resolutions be 
also printed on the' circular slips with 
the copies of said laws, and it is recom- 
mended that' the special health officers 
who made an inspection of houses arc 
heretofore resolved leave at eachMiouse 
inspected one of these slips, And we 
hreby ratify and confirm as far as may 
be any act taken by the board of health 
or other city official pursuant, to thesre 
resolutions. 


The copies which will be printed will 


be circulated throughout the city so that 
the citizens may read for themselves how 
very strict the law is on the matter. The 
slips .which will be circulated will read 
as follows:

The city council have done all possible 


at this time for the establishing of a 
close quarantine, and the carrying 
out 


of the- same now rests with the members 
of the board of health. The city oilicials 
as well as the citizens were well aware 
that it was necessary to take prompt ac- 
tion. The board 
of health heretofore 


have been unable to do the work be- 
cause of lack of appropriation 'by the 
city council for the hiring of men 
to 


keep the quarantine cl<)se and to furnish 
the persons in. quarantine with the nec- 
essary provisions.

These measures 
were fmanimously ratified by the hoard 
and it was the unanimous opinion of 
those who violated the law should be 
enforced vigorously.

was guilty of hiding a case or a citizen, 
the prosecutions should be pushed to the 
limit.

The general impression wns that all

SPECIAL COUNCIL MEETING. 


All the aldermen in the city, with the 


exception of Aldemen Bell nnd Pratt, 
were present at the, special meeting of 
the council which was held last evening. 


All expressed themselves before 
the 


meeting, as being desirous of the adop- 
tion of stringent measures which would 
assist the members of the board of health 
in stamping out 
the- disease. Mayor 


Higgins was of the same opinion and his 
haste in calling the city officials togeth- 
er was ample proof of his desire to quell 
the smallpox. 


The meeting was called to order and 


after the aflidavit of the return by the 
city marshal for the calling of the spec- 
ial meeting vras received and filed, Alder- 
man Finch offered a resolution empower- 
ing the board of health to .hire all the 
necessary assistants at a reasonable sal- 
ary. It i^ expected that the resolution 
win give all the power and help neces- 
sary to the board to inspect', all the 
homes in the city, to care for the .pa- 
tients in quarantine and to disinfect 
properly after the quarantine is raised. ; 


ASSISTANT HEALTH OFFICERS. 
The resolution offered 
by Alderman 


Finch was ns follows: 


Re-solved, That the board of health be 


and they are hereby empowered to ap- 
point special assistant health officers for 
the city of Racine, to be paid a reason- 
able salary, and to continue in employ- 
ment for such length of time as 
the 


board may deem necessary. The duties 
of such health officers shall be to patrol 
the city of Racine to discover, by house 
to house canvass, any eases of smallpox 
that may exist in said city, and to re- 
port the'same for proper attention; also 
to ascertain, as much as possible, viola- 
tions of the laws aud regulations relat- 
ing to the protection of health and the 
spread of disease, to the proper authori- 
ties for prosecution, and to perform such 
other and further duties as the board of 
health may direct. And we. hereby rati-' 
fy and confirm as far as may be any act 
taken or anything done by the board of 
health or other city official pursuant to 
these resolutions. 


The above was received, filed and 


adopted without a dissenting vote. 


TO ENLIGHTEN THE PUBLIC. 


Alderman Jones next introduced a\res- 


olution providing for 
the printing • of- 


copies of the law, giving the provisions 
of the state law and the city ordinance 
providing for the prosecution of all per- 
sons who fail- to. report cases and for the 
exposure of any citizen to the disease. 


The resolution was as f olio wsr and'was 


unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That copies of the laws here- 


inafter set forth be printed upon slips, 
.and that the board of health cause the 
same to be distributed throughout the 
city of Racine, so that all parties may be 
informed of the provisions of the lay and 
know what constitutes a violation there- 
of.

Wisconsin that one who negligently— 
that is, through want of ordinary care— 
exposes another to an infectious or con- 
tagious disease, which such other..there- 
by0 contracts, is liable in damages there- 
for, in the absence of contributory negli- 
gence or assumption of the risk. 


Health Officers May Enter Premises to 


Examine Same. 


The said board of health and health 


officer, or any person acting under his 
orders, shall have authority to enter in- 
to and examine at any time all buildings, 
lots and places of all descriptions within 
the city for the purpose of ascertaining 
the condition thereof so.far as the public 
health may be affected thereby. 


CITY ORDINANCE. 


•''"•Section 103 of the city ordinances, 
which will also be printed on the circu- 
lars, reads as follows: 


In all .cases when from 
the current 


rumor or for any other reason a sus- 
picion exists that smallpox, scarlet fever 
or diphtheria prevails in any household, 
it shall be the duty of the board yjf 
health to ascertain personally whether 
such is the case,-and if upon examination 
it is found that smallpox, scarlet fever 
or diphtheria exists in such family 
or 


household aud that its existence was 
not reported by the attending physician 
or other person whose duty it would be 
under the city charter to report, to the 
board of health, said attending physician 
or other person shall toe su'bject to a fine 
of $10 for each offense. 


FREE VACCINATION". 


The next resolution adopted Avas pre- 


sented by Alderman Epstein, and pro- 
vides for free vaccination for 
the citi- 


zens of Racine, and for the employment 
of competent persons at ?3 per day, to 
do the work, and the city furnish all the 
medicines and materials necessary to-do 
the work. The following is a copy of the 
resolution: 


Resolved, That free vaccination .be 


provided for every person residing in the 
city of Racine, such vaccination to 
he 


provided under the supervision and di- 
rection of the -board of health and by a 
competent person who shall be employed 
for .that purpose, and shall be paid not 
more than three ($3) dollars per day for 
each day actually occupied in such work. 
This resolution to be in effect not longer 
than four weeks from the date of it 
passage, .and ho work to bo 'done under 
authority hereby 
given beyond such 


time. And it is further hereby 


Resolved, That all necessary 
medi- 


cines and materials for vaccination be 
furnished at the expense of the city. 


The question of vaccination and small- 


pox has been extensively discussed dur- 
ing 
the present 
epidemic. Physicians 


have' differed, but' the majority openly 
state that there is no question but that 
vaccination is a sure preventative of the 
disease. A correspondent has forward- 
ed the following to the Journal:

He said that he was positive 
hat -vaccination was a preventative and 
irotection. • So far as he knew, there 
va's not a single person in Racine strick 
n with smallpox who had been vaccin 
ited.- He spoke of one family in particu 
ar where all had beetfsick with the dis- 
ease except one and that one had been 
acchmted.

Dr. W. S. Haven also said a few days 


ago that he did not know of a single per- 
son in the city having 
been stricken 


vith smallpox who had been vaccinated, 
iie deems it the only sure preventative. 


Dr. F. R. Garlbck stated that he con- 


sidered vaccination the only sure pre- 
rentative from smallpox. He knew of 
instances where people wlio had been 
vaccinated having smallpox in a mild 
rorm, -but never in a dangerous charac- 
er.

THE EIGHTH "WHITEHEAD LETTER 


The eighth letter of Senator White- 


head on the primary election treats of 
the substitutes for the original Stevens' 
Wll, which like the original 
was pre- 


pared in secret nnd was not shared in by 
those who differed in the provisions and 
the methods of application. The substi- 
tute omitted the section which disfran- 
chised the voters as regards their rights 
of' nominating -prcsidenial electors 
and 


made minor changes which in no wise 
cured the gross defects 
of the original 


The methods of balloting were changed 
«nd this time the various tickets were 
bunched in one package fastened at the 
top. 
These tickets were of all parties 


find did 
provide for a non-partisan 


ticket,, but each candidate was compelled 
to have gone through the processes as 
the first bill provided for. The 'bill 
forced all parties to vote at the same 
time a-nd forced each voter 
to chose 


from the package. This gave opportun- 
ities to force upon any party candidates 
whom possibly 
they did not want. 


While 
ostensibly 
remedying 
defects 


charged against the original tho amend- 
ments made things no better, but in 
some respects worse than before. 


Mr. Whitehead shows that while the 


supporters of the bill were claiming one 
thing, the bill itself 
did quite another. 


The second bill violated thn Australian, 
ballot principle, as did the first. If sec- 
recy was had in tho second, the secrecy 
and rights of party were not preserved. 
The bill did provide if a voter voted for 
candidates upon more than one ticket of 
such 
ballot 
such 
vote 
should 


not 
be 
counted. 
This, 
says the 


senator 
forcibly, "would have been 


proper, thus to throw out an elector's 
vote, to checkmate the scheme of mass- 
ing voters of all parties in support of 
particular candidates of some one party 
'by inducing thorn to forego a vote for 
{;ny other candidate on the ticket of 
their own party; in other words, to 
leave their own party candidates named 
on their own ticket to shift for them- 
selves, in order that they might 
foist 


candidates upon some party whose nom- 
inai^on would not have boen made by 
the voters of that party. If half that 
was asserted :by the friends of these bills 
regarding political trickery were true, 
one might frequently expect, especially 
in primaries relating to nominations for 
city offices, to sec practiced such an im- 
position as I have just described," 


This, continues the senator, was de- 


clared not good law by the California su- 
preme court in a primary election case, 
the court holding "that electors holding 
certain political 
principles 
in common 


may freely 
assemble, organize, them- 


selves into a political party, and use all 
legitimate means to carry their princi- 
ples of government into active opera- 
tion through the suffrages of tlieir fel- 
lows * 
'" 
* is inherent in 
the very 


form and substance of our government. 
The control of the party and its affairs, 
the promulgation and advocacy of its 
principles, arc taken from the hands of 
the honest members and turned over to 
the venal and corrupt of other political 
par bios, or of none «t all. * * * A 
law which thus permits tlie, disruption 
and 
misrepresentation of a 
political 


partv is ah innovation of their reserved 
rights." 


The substitute measure continued the 


provisions for nominating papers and 
with a new provision requiring that all 
non-partisan candidates should in their 
petition have the names of 4 per cent o£ 
the total vote cast- at the last preceding 
general election. The. original provisions 
were also modified by the requirement 
ithat candidates for state offices should 
have petitions signed by 2 per cent of 
the party vote in twenty counties in- 
stead of twelve. In case of candidates 
for the legislature petitioners for can- 
didates had to be taken 
from not less 


than two-thirds of the election precincts 
in each district. 


The substitutes continued in form the 


petition system for nominations and a 
percentage limitation to a pliice on the 
ballot. The independent voter was non 
persona gratia, the non partisan candi- 
date in the same position, and the party 
organization practically destroyed. 


DEMORALIZED POLITICAL F.VRTIF.S 


The ninth letter of Senator Whitehead 


deals with the substitute Stevens bill and 
analyzes thoroughly the provision which 
amending the provision for formulating 
the party platform by the candidates 
changed it to authorizing the state cen- 
tral committee. 


Previously the senator had shown that 


the substitute increased the power of the 
committees greatly by changing,the pro- 


portion of votes cast in the central com- 
mittees from one in every 50 vote* cast 
In their precincts 
to one in 25 and 


for the state one vote for every 250 in- 
stead of 100 as in the original bill. In 
all the bill there was nothing as to the 
responsibility' of any committee unless 
it be the merest routine duties. The peo- 
ple were not in it, and their committees 
held all the power. Under pretense of 
reform the people wers stripped of all 
but the privilege of at first voting for 
the committee dictatorship. 


Naturally all incentive would be lost, 


for as was said, after caucusses and con- 
ventions are done away with, no party 
further existed, for where was the spir- 
it to move, as it were. 
Mr. Whitehead 


well saj's: 


"The bill? anticipated the situation of 


a party, as it would be whe'n party meet- 
ings were clone away with, and provided 
a committee system of solid construc- 
tion which, after a little, would become 
self-perpetuating—a 
close 
corporation. 


If so important a matter as making its 
platform can be taken away from, a par- 
ty by the force of a statute, I scarcely 
know what other party function caanot 
be destroyed. The state lias the same 
right to interfere with a party in the 
declaration of its principles, and to des- 
ignate the particular agents which shall 
frame its platform, that it has to inter- 
fere with the workings of an ecclesiasti- 
cal society end dictate which of its offi- 
cers or agents shall formulate its creedal 
declarations. I believe the provision to 
have been wholly impracticable and un- 
warranted." 


It was assumed the people had lost 


their virtue, their power to exist as .po- 
litical parties and 
to 
formulate plat- 


forms. The bill which first destroyed 
the secrecy of the ballot, then surround- 
ed the people with a maze of commit- 
tees, then deprived them of any right to 
make their own platforms and compell- 
ed respectable men to go out on the 
highways and beg people to sign peti- 
tions for nominations, then destroy all 
vestiges of freedom of choice and oblit- 
erated the independent voter, then furth- 
er enlarged the power of the committees, 
might well complete the picture by con- 
stituting a state central committee a po- 
litical oligarchy. 


Xo concessions were to be given and 


the substitute carried out the purpose 
perhaps somewhat more veiled of creat- 
ing a political machine which ambitiovis 
men could surely control. Surely it 
could not be claimed the previous state 
convention, had in its plank for primary 
election reform .intended any such ma- 
chinery, nor did it in any wise insist the 
best minds of the party were not to be 
considered in the make of any bill'carry- 
ing out the plank.

party and able to impress his peculiar 
doctrines upon more able men than he. 
Of late has entered the bland, smooth, 
assertive ex-Governor Hill of Jfe\v York, 
uring ivith eloquent voice for party har- 
mony, but in the shadows of his sen- 
tences the opposing of the Bryanic theo- 
ries of finance and of his social theories. 


The Democrats desire issues and yet 


hate to take out of the political closets 
the very much shop-worn issues of four 
year ago or so. The3e issues arc old, 
and display too vividly, to ^expectant 
consumers of issues the thinness of the 
thing, and the unsalableness of the 
stock. So that while the educated, the 
eloquent Watterson wildly howls about 
dictatorship and Roosevelt as the coin- 
ing czar, and savagely charges the gal- 
lant rough rider 
with dark 
designs 


against the peace' of his country, the 
oily, the smooth, the suave David B, 
Hill discourses upon party harmony and 
of the great things his party may ac- 
complish—in their way—if they have 
only a chance. 
' If this were not all comes along the 
suave Mr. Bryan with his suggestions as 
to candidates naming so far impossible 
men. There may be a name in his judg- 
ment that might unite warring Demo- 
crats and Democrats'of principle, a1 name 
that might end further discussion, and 
terminate further talk of purging 
the 


party of all forms of Bryanism. This 
name is guessable and perhaps ilr. 
Bryan may later on kindly intimate to 
his fellow Democrats and Populists what 
the initials are at least. 


ilcanwhile issues are being sorted 


over and 
closely examined with the 


hopes of finding something the Republi- 
cans have not irreparably damaged. 
But it is certain the Wattersonian issue 
of the man on horseback is exciting too 
much ridicule to be taken up in earnest. 


A PROPER MJRDICIXE. 


The concensus of the great business 


world is that if the government of the 
United States and the different states 
will secure to the people absolute fair- 
ness of treatment from the.corporations 
they have invented with the right of em- 
inent domain, that the same absolute 
freight rates shall be made for the lesser 
distance than the greater in proportion, 
that no discriminations shall be given 
in any manner as to transportation for 
passenger or freight, then the trust 
question will speedily settle itself, since 
the re-bates given the trusts constitute 
the great element in the distribution of 
the profits of the trusts. 


The highly valuable privileges granted 


to public service corporations by state 
and national authority are only of late 
assuming a phase of a taxable 
nature, 


and this point passed upon favorable to 
the interests of the public by one of the 
higher courts of New Yqrk still has to 
run the gauntlet of a few more highest 
courts, with what luck none may dare 
to guess even. But the legal point that 
franchises once granted can not 
be 


taken away will be given a rude shock 
pretty soon upon the common law point 
that these valuable rights certainly car- 
ried a public duty with them 
and this 


public duty has not only been violently 
s'hirked, even spurned, but the very or- 
dinances and laws enacted giving these 
franchises have been invalidated many 
times through the refusal, nf-glect or in- 
difference of corporations to carry 
out 


their assumed agreements with munici- 
pal or state authorities. This is where 
the service corporations are 
weak and 


they noAv begin to realize it. And yet 
the point that the people may revoke or 
alter is not to be successfully disputed 
when their rights are being imposed 
upon or conditions once granted 
are 


later seen to be a gross imposition upon 
the people. 


A GEJfliIXE STATE PARK. 


A most pleasant note to record is the 


statement the Xew York legislature 1ms 
stood out against all attempts to crip- 
ple tho great Adirondack state park of 
1,400,000 acres 
by means of amend- 


ments that if permitted would have in- 
serted the wedg* -by which in a few- 
years 
the lunVbering Interests would 


practically 
cleared 
the whole 
thing 


away.' The idea is to preserve in an ab- 
solutely wild condition what is left of 
the famous Adirondack forests arid no 
cleaning up is to be permitted under any 
pretext. There is to be, no trimming up 
of trees, no clearing 
up of the under- 


brush, no thinning out 
of trees at all, 


no foresting whatever, only the forest- 
ing done by old mother nature herself. 
Numbers 
of amendments were intro- 


duced in hopes, possibly, some entering 
wedge might be loft, but all of no avail, 
so there will be no scientific forestry, no 
leasing of camp sites, no selling of two 
acre residence places, no earing for the 
underbrush, nnd no thinning out of the 
young trees. 'The forests remaining are 
to be left in their companionship of na- 
ture and no corporation or individuals 
are to be given any lever by winch any 
foothold may be gained. There is no 
park schema in the least, the only 
scheme ia to keep forever these forests 
in the primevnlness of nature. Wiscon- 
sin should do the same with a few mil- 
lion of the remaining forest lands. 


THE LAND OP COTTON. 


The cotton crop for IflOl, after all, 


turns out to be smaller than the one for 
the year previous. The shortage is re- 
ported at 533,160 bales, the total yield 
being 9,n.i2,982 bales as. against the IflOO 
crop of 10,123,027. This shortage has re- 
sulted in advancing prices. Tho hu-gest 
cotton producing states , arc Alabama, 
Georgia, ^Mississippi and 
Texas, 
which 


together produce nearly two-thirds of 
the total. It 
may 
surprise some to 


know that Kansas produces more cot- 
ton than does Kentucky, Kansas last 
year producing 170 bales as against the 
140 of Kentucky. Missouri docs much 
better 
than generally supposed, her 


crop having "been for the past year 27,- 
987 bales, then the new territory of Ok- 
lahoma is quite a cotton state, this ter- 
ritory producing in \1001, 149,415 bales, 
while Virginia, generally supposed to be 
a cotton producer, only produced 13,800 
bales. 
. i 


Of the entire number -of cotton states 


four had shorter crops in 1901, the oth- 
ers increasing .their yield, but not suffi- 
cient to overcome the great deficiency in 
these four states, that of Texas 'being a 
little under a million of bales alone. 
One difficulty • the cobttm /states 
have 


been experiencing,' if the crop 
experts 


are correct, is that year after year the 
land grow^ nothing but cotton, no di- 
versity of crops, and not' stiffieient re- 
newing 'by artificial fertilizers. 
But the 


newspapers of the south have of late 
been vigorously stirring up things 'and 
preaching the caring,-for tired out lands 
and diversified agriculture. 


Women clerks at Washington have a 


hard time of it in some departments and 
through the loop holes in the civil serv- 
ice laws are much, discriminated against. 
Such has 'been the abuse of the law that 
the civil service people have been neces- 
sitated to issue a.circular to the differ- 
ent 1nireaus which forcibly calls atten- 
tion of t)he violators of 'the law to their 
offenses of which they have 'been guilty. 
How this is done is explained itself 
as 


follows: 
"It is within the power of 


the appointing officer to select from 
the 


available register employes deemed most 
competent, and this discretion has re- 
sulted in women high up on the effici- 
ency list being passed and men mentally 
inferior selected. The commission, .in 
its circular, admits "its inability to cor- 
rect existing conditions, but directs the 
attention of the appointing officers to the 
eligible registers, and asks that where 
there is no vital reason for choice as to 
sex those standing highest on the list 
be selected." 


This, it would seem, is similar to the 


open door wherein the appointive powers 
are entitled -to select 
from- the three 


highest names on the eligible list. This 
ena/bles a discrimination that has been 
taken advantage of to fche debasement 
of a true civil service. It is possible the 
present civil service methods may 
be 


dispensed with, altogether and a new 
systenji of while not interfering with 
the free choice of employes, yet shall 
require a strict examination by govern- 
ment auspices as to the fitness for their 
respective duties. 
It can hardly be 


claimed ithe country has yet a civil serv- 
ice as the word is'h'onestly employed. 


The official figures of Chinese trade 


for 1900, given by the bureau 
of com- 


merce of the department 
of state show 


that the Chinese bought of this country 
goods worth $12,053,342 and sold to us 
goods worth $10,031,500. This was out 
of a total $158,094,517 and $110.971,900 
respectively.' England-inc'luding Hong 
Kong, India and the Straits settlement, 
received nearly two-thirds of this total, 
while Japan with whom it might be sup- 
posed China hud grievances,' sold her 
goods worth $18,559,067 and 
bought 


China goods worth $12,207,254. 


It is this trade- some of our national 


legislators have been so much concerned 
about, but they have not stopped to re- 
flp.cfc that unlcss.a,total exclusion can be 
maintained against China the loss to us 
will far exceed any possible trade we 
might have with China, While the in- 
fluences brought to bear at Washington 
are most'likely nn overwrought, fear of 
the loss of a, few beggarly, millions in the 
vast mass of .our commerce, and a super- 
serviceable fear thnt China might/ not 
like it because of our intense desire to 
be exclusive as to her refuse population, 
and a developed saeredness of treaties, 
the people of the 
United States have 


watched proceedings at 
Washington 


with a curious eye of late. 
They will 


needs be content with the extension of 
the present exclusion laws to 1904, when 
the subject of both treaty and exclusion 
will have to be taken up. 


From intimations received from Eng- 


land pince the notification was made of 
imposts upon foreign "grown 
wheat, 


corn, barley, .flour, it looks as if a vio- 
lent revulsion might not be unexpected 
in public sentiment. Were England a 
producer to the extent of being able .''to 
export the cereals as largely as tlm 
country, to say nothing of .'being a,'ble to 
raise about sufficient for her own con- 
sumption .this tax would not be noticed, 
since it would act aa a protective tariff 
to that extent.

Governorship Fight Makes it One of 


Unusuallmportance. 


WHITEHEAD'S FRIENDS 


ENTHUSE OVER RESULT 


four la Follette votes From Kacine Co.— 


Congressman Cooper's Acknowledge- 


ment of Nomination Head 


to Convention. 


. The old First district of Wisconsin, 


Rioted for its staunch Eepublicanism, lias 
witnessed many exciting contests, in Re- 
publican 
congressional conventions, in 


years gone by, but none were mo-re inter- 
esting or spectacular than the contest 
just ended. There 
have been hotter 


fights, but they were for the congression- 
al nomination, in which the loyalty of 
the counties 'comprising the district, to 
some favored son lengthened out, the con- 
vention over many days, and it became 
a test of endurance, until a truce was 
patched-up. and a nomination effected. 


The question at issue yesterday was 


one entirely separate from those which 
usually crop up at congressional conven- 
tions. It was on the important question 
of giving the endorsement of the. Repub- 
licans of the district to the candidacy of 
,cne of the leading Republicans of the 
district, a citizen of the strongest coun- 
ty in the district, for the Republican 
nomination for governor. 


., The First district, Republicans have al- 
ways been loyal to the claims of mem- 
bers of the party in the district for plac- 
es on the slate ticket, and with so emi- 
jnent and able a gentleman as Senator 
W'hitehead as a candidate it was consid- 
ered but proper that tho congressional 
.convention should place itself on record. 
. The supporters of Governor La Fol- 
lette, who. two years ago had dominated 
in Rock county were this year few and 
far between, except in one district in the 
county. The ett'ort on the part of the 
Republicans of that district to dictate to 
the convention precipitated a hot fight 
and it was this complex situation, which 
made some of the Racine delegation feel 
that it might be advisable to withhold 
any resolutions bearing on state mat- 
ters, fearing that such action might in- 
terfere with the, plan to renominato 
Congressman Cooper, However, once on 
the ground, the situation was explained, 


(the full city delegation and four from 
,the country district saw the justice of 
the claims of the Janesville men and vot- 
ed for the resolutions endorsing the can- 
didacy of Mr. Whitehead. 


j At a caucus of the stalwarts held prior 
to the convention the matter was fully 
gone over. It was explained that the 
governor's followers had left no stone un- 
turned to prevent an endorsement, be- 
lieving thereby to dispose of Mr. White- 
head, as a candidate for governor; that 
knowing they had lost the control of the 
convention, they were endeavoring now 
to 
coerce delegates into.,leaving state 


matters out of the resolutions, whereas 
if they had secured control, they would 
have insisted on a "warm number'' for 
Governor La Follette. Furthermore so 
far as Racine wa£ concerned Rock coun- 
ty had stood solidly by Racine county's 
candidate for congress and 
it 
would 


have been exceedingly ungrateful 
for 


this county to decline to support Rock 
county's candidate for the governorship. 
It was not a little disappointing to the 
majority of .Racine county's delegation 
to note however, when the inatter came 
to a vote in the convention, that while 
the fourteen votes from the city were 
solid for the Whitehead resolutions sev- 
eral from the, county, including Postmas- 
ter Colby of Union Grove, and Postmas- 
ter Reil of Burlington, both appointees 
of Congressman Cooper, did not vote for 
the resolution. 
, The real contest was before the com- 
mittee on credentials on the seating of 
delegates from the First assembly dis- 
trict of Rock county. The 
committee 


was addressed by L. C. Gettlc for the La 
Follette delegates, and M. G. Jeffris and 
T. S. Nolan for the Whitehead delegates. 
The contention of the I/a Follette dele- 
gates was that the assembly district was 
the unit and that their district had chos- 
en their owr. delegates, who were entit- 
led to scats in the convention. On the 
ot'her r-ide it was shown that the dele- 
Agates from the First assembly district 
had sat in the county convention and had 
voted on all questions, but were not will- 
ing to abide by the decision of the con- 
vention. It was shown by affidavits pro- 
duced that the assembly convention was 
called only after the La Folktte men had 
perceived that the men they had chosen 
.would not be chosen delegates to the 
congressional convention, and that in 
gathering together the 
delegates they 


had failed to give notice to those dele- 
gates who were known to be Whitehead 
supporters. 
On these representations 


ythe committee on credentials by a vote 
of 4 to 2 voted to seat the delegates reg- 
jilarly elected by the county convention. 


The convention's vote on the report of 


the committee on credential* stood 75 
for, :iO against. 


On Uie matter of striking out. thai 


part of the resolution endorsing Senator 
\Vliitfihead the 
vote stood 
30 for, 15 


against. 


Not s-atisified with 
this vote the La 


supporters demanded the ayes 


and noes on the passage of the resolu- 
tions.'and the vote stood for the resolu- 
tion 77, against 25. 


The La Follette supporters rather than 


vote for the resolutions containing an 
endorsement of Senator Whitehead thus 
refused to endorse the national adminis- 
tration, and the two senators from Wis- 
consin. 


D. B. Barnes of Wai worth, moved that 


the present congressional committee be 
re-elected and the motion was carried". 
TOic committee consists of the following:

. POLICY OF THE COAL MINERS. 


Chicago Inter 
Ocean-: The striking 


Pennsylvania anthracite miners are try- 
ing to gather a national convention of 
their union for the purpose of extending' 
the. strike to the bituminous coal fields 
and calling out all the 450,000 members 
of the organization. While the policy 
advocated by the hard coal miners is al- 
together natural under the circumstan- 
ces, the national organization will make 
a mistake, we believe, if it grants their 
.request. 


The anthracite miners have a real 


grievance. It is not so much the refusal 
of the wages and hours they ask as the 
refusal to treat with them as an organ- 
ization. The pirblic clearly understands 
that when capital becomes so completely 
and compactly organized as in the hard 
coal trust it'is absurd to-ask working- 
men to deal with it as individuals. Face 
to face with capital thus organized, labor 
must be organized to preserve its rights. 
Therefore, as the situation stands, the 
public sympathizes with the miners. 


But in the well organized "soft coal re- 


gions mine labor has no crying griev- 
ance. The men are working under agree- 
ments satisfactory to them. Their em- 
ployers are not allies, but rivals, of the 
hard coal trust. Anthracite a.nd bitum- 
inus coal are, competitive products. The 
great commercial check upon still higlTer 
.prices for hard coal is the certainty that, 
if people will cease to buy anthracite and 
prefer 
bituminous. Furthermore, the 


commercial honor of the saft coal miners 
is pledged to the keeping of their agree- 
ments. 


""it has always -been a'point with us," 


as National Secretary Wilson of the Mine 
Workers well says, "to keep our con- 
tracts with the operators." The impor- 
tance of this point 
has been clearly 


shown .in Illinois, where there has been 
peace at the coal mines for several years, 
because the operators have learned that 
they can. trust the miners to observe 
their contracts. That confidence would, 
be destroyed, to the great injury of all 
concerned, if the, soft coal miners should 
break their agreements and go on strike. 
Furthermore, the definite issue betwcn 
the anthracite miners and their employ- 
ers would be clouded, and public sym- 
pathy alienated, by a strike that would 
threaten half the nation with a fuel fam- 
ine. 


It is highly important to organized la- 


bor that its status and rights should be 
fully recognized by organized capital in 
the anthracite region. But it is high- 
ly important also that the general pub- 
lic shall bo convinced that labor organiza- 
tions appreciate their responsibilities as 
well as their power. To call out 
on 


strike men who have no grievance, and 
.to tie up the whole of a national indus- 
try because of the grievance of workers 
in one branch, and to do this in violation 
of contracts voluntarily made, was the 
mistake made last year by the iron and 
steel workers' union. The result of that 
policy should be a warning to all coal 
miners.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY. 


SenaU Has Agreed Upon Relief flan, But 


• No Hute Will be Made. 


An agreement on the Cutan recipro- 


city proposition has been reached by the 
Republican members of the senate Cu- 
'ban committee, and they will meet for- 
mally to ratify the agreement ar,td draft 
a MU which it is quite certain will com- 
mand -the support of a Republican ma- 
jority of the senate. The proposition as 
already indicated in these dispatches is 
to frame a straight out reciprocity 
measure providing for a reduction of 20 
per. cent in the DinglGy tariff rates on 
Cu4an products coining into this coun- 
try in exchange for a corresponding re- 
duction in the Cu'ban tariff on American 
goods going into the island. The opera- 
tion of this reciprocity scheme will be 
limited to five years, and with dfc win be 
coupled a provision giving tha president 
authority in his discretion to suspend 
the operation of the law when, in his 
judgment, the sugar trust or any one 
except the producers of the sugar re- 
ceive the benefit of the reduced tariff. 
This proposition' was, advanced by Sena- 
tor Spoqner of Wisconsin, and inasmuch 
as it is satisfactory to nearly every one 
except Senator McMillan, who is in fa- 
vor of allowing the Cubans a rebate, the 
latter has 'decided to support this com- 
promise.

Canvass is now being made of the 


house members, and while a majority is 
not yet pledged there is every reason to 
believe that within the next two or 
three days enough Bepublica:ns will have 
signified their intention to support the 
measure to justify th« committee in 
sending the reciprocity 'bill to the sen- 
ate with a favorable recommendation. 


The Philippine bill will in all proba- 


bility be disposed of %y the latter part 
of next week, and it is probable that the 
Cuban bill will be taken up after the 
Philippine bill has been adopted. It was 
the original intention to consider the 
Nicaraguan canal bill after the Philip- 
pine measure was out of 'the way, and 
this'may yet he done, but inasmuch as 
the Republicans are certain to have a 
majority for the Cuban bill assurances 
have been received from the Democrats 
that they will not be disposed to discuss 
the Cuban 'bill at length and will permit 
it to come to a vote at an early date. 


Owing to this favorable outlook, there- 


fore, it is more than likely that the Cu- 
ban bill will be the next measure acted 
upon. 
\ 


As the -bill, is sent back to the senate 


it will be much more simple than 
the 


house bill. When the Cuban reciprocity 
measure was referred 
to the senate 


committee it provided for a 20 per cent 
reduction until December 1, 1903, and 
repealed the differential duty on refined 
sugar. In addition to this it required 
the Cuban government to adopt the im- 
migration and contract labor laws of the 
United States as a condition upoi which 
the reciprocity scheme should become 
operative. The senate committee will 
eliminate everything except a provision 
for a straight reciprocity scheme limited 
to five years. This will simplify inat- 
i-ters a great deal and it is believed the 
chances of the Mil have been improved 
in the senate by the elimination of the 
section which repeals the differential on 
refined sugar. 


The eugar beet men are asserting that 


if the senate eliminates the differential 
section the house will not agree to it, 
but the indications are that the house 
will gladly accept the amended bill, as 
the sugar beet men themselves do not 
really want the differential on refined 
eugar repealed, as it would affect ruin- 
ously the beet sugar industry. 


The immigration: and contract labor 


laws of the United States are already in 
effect in Cuba and have .been for some 
time. One of the last official acts of 
Governor General Wood before leaving 
Cuba was to issue a proclamation con- 
tinuing those laws in effect. They will 
remain in operation until repealed'by the 
Cuban government.

THRILLING JOURNEY 


OF NEWSPAPER MEN 


Intended Visit to Crater Frnitrated by 


Unexpected Activity of Volcano Which 


Sends Villager* In Mad Rn*h 


to Fort De France.'

NEW YORK, May , 28.—Mont Pelee 


from Which .there was another violent 
eruption on Monday, was quiet again 
Tuesday night, according to a Herald 
dispatch from Fort de Erance. But, the 
dispatch adds, the inhabitants of the is- 
land are in a terrified state, 
, The volcano is puzzling all the scien- 
tists, some of whom say the mountain 
has thus far made only a 'beginning. 
, Morne Rouge was1 saved from destruc- 
tion last night only by a miracle, says a 
priest who was there. 


Two correspondents Believed1 the vol- 


cano had for a time at least., subsided, 
planned an expedition to the mountain 
for the purpose of securing photographs. 
Several natives were employes as guides, 


After a wearing march 
which took 


most of Monday Morne Rouge was reach'- 
ed about half .past seven o'clock in the 
evening. The correspondents were wel; 
corned loy a kindly disposed priest, who 
gave -them such information as was in 
his possession. He insisted 'upon a 
pause being made for refreshments, and 
in his humble home food was prepared, 
Ifc was this generous courtesy of the 
priest that saved the expedition from 
destruction. The original plan was that 
the visit should be made to the crater 
as soon as .possible and a quick return 
be made to Fort de France to avoid all 
danger. 
. 


'. While the evening meal was being pre- 
pared the priest pointed out the work of 
ruin that had been accomplished. He 
said he had refused to leave his post, 
jtfhougb, he was not at all certain Morne 
Rouge would not be swept from 'exist- 
ence as was St. Pierre. It was while he 
was talking that the explosion came, 
- From their 'homes the inhabitants of 
.the village ran in a panic. Some did not 
wait to see what was happening, but 
hurried over .the mountains in the direc- 
tion of Fort de France. Scores went in- 
to the church and fell upon ttieir knees, 
but by far. the greater number ran with- 
out daring to look-behind, 
, The display of lightning was terrific 
and awe-inspiring. 
s 


. When -the start was made on the re- 
turn trip to Fort de France the guides 
and servants were gone. Tho corres- 
pondents had to find their way across the 
hills as best they could. Behind, Monfc 
Pelee continued to belch fire, ashes, 
smoke and mud. The detonations were, 
of sufficient strength to make the ground 
tremble. It seemed to the weary trav- 
elers as if .the mountain tops swayed 
above their heads. 


To add to the horror of the situation 


they encountered every n'ow and then 
a fer de lance, deadliest of all snakes. 
Scattered specimens of these serpents, 
of which thousands have been killed by 
the eruptions, were seen amid the glare 
from the 
volcano and the flashes of 


lightning gliding over the rocks and 
hurrying away as if they, too, had learn- 
ed that their mountain homo was no 
longer a «ufe place. 


On all sides were natives praying and 


cursing -in turn. Many, exhausted, fell 
by the way and were \mable to continue.

Martinique, M. 1'Enerre, cabled from 
Fort de Franco, under date of today, 
May 28, confirming the Associated Press 
dispntohcs announcing that a fresh erup- 
tion o? Monb Pelee occurred during the 
•evening of Monday, May 26, causing a 
great panic at Fort de France, The cin- 
ders and scoria, however, the governor 
added, did not touch tho town, falling 
entirely 
on the-north of the island. 


Calm is now restored at Fort de France. 


The governor abandoned his proposed 


visit to the devastated places on the isl- 
and, owing to the torrential rainfall and 
rough sea. Several cro,ters, the gover- 
nor further reported, were vomiting 
thick smoke. 


Another eruption of Mont Potee oc- 


ouiM'ed as the .'French cruiser Tage passed 
St. Pierre recently, resulting in a sudden 
flow of mud from the bed of the river 
Blanche.

Rich Milk. 


\ Milk rich in fat is also rich in casein. 
This fact is not accepted by every one, 
but as a rule careful tests prove'that it 
is true. Consequently buying milk at a 
cheese factory by the Babcock test is a 
fair method. Even if one lot of milk 
rich in fat does not contain quite so 
much casein ns another lot with the 
snma percentage of fat, the value of 
cheese is about the same as the milk 
deficient in casein is that much richer 
in fat. If there was some method of 
readily determining the amount of 
casein, ^t would' be advisable to buy 
milk at a cheese factory on the basis 
of both the amount of casein and fat 
it contains.—American Agriculturist. 


The Importance ot M.innsrenient. 
While the u.se of the best cows is a 


very important matter, yet the manage- 
ment of .the farm and the cattle has 
something to do with the production of 
milk, says an exchange. There are 
cows that will give more milk on some 
farms than on others, due to better 
varieties of grass, more grain food 
nnd more comfortable quarters. An 
indifferent farmer may have good cows 
from which no profit is derived be- 
cause of poor management During 
long periods, of drought the pasture^ 
may provide but a fraction of the grass' 
compared with its capacits- early in the 
sfenson, aad it therefore becomes more 
difficult for the animals to supply, 
themselves, This deficiency the farm- 
er should observe and supply.

town. If the demonstration increases a 
panic is imminent. 


A very heavy surf has been 
beating 


on the shore for the last two hours, and 
an enormous, greyish-yellow cloud, at a 
great height, is dimly visible in the di- 
rection of Mont Pelee. The night is in- 
tensely dark and the stars are only 
faintly visible, 


Fsrt de France is in no danger 
from 


the volcano, -but there is considerable 
apprehension 
of a panic in the night 


should the greyish, yellow cloud reach 
here and brimstone 'begin to fall. 
There 


are no noises from the volcano. 


EXAMINED MOOT FKLEE. 


' "The zone of the catastrophe in Mar- 


FORT DE FRANCE, Monday,'May 26. 


—Prof. Robert T. Hill, United States 
government geologist and head of tho 
expedition sent by the National Geo- 
graphical society, has just come in 
from a daring' and prolonged investiga- 
tion of the volcanic activity in Martin- 
ique. Prof. Hill chartered a steamer and 
carefully 
examined the 
coast as far 


north as Port de Macouba at the" ex- 
treme end of the island, .making ' f r e - 
quent, landings. After 
landing at Le 


Precheur, five miles north of St. Pierre, 
he walked through an area of active 
vulcanism to the latter place and made 
a minute examination 
of the 
various 


phenomena disclosed. 


Prof. Hill is the first and 
only .man 


who has set foot in the area of craters, 
fissures and fumaroles 
and because of 


his,high position as a scientist his story 
is valuable. In addition to his work of 
investigation, the professor rescued 
in 


'his steamer many poor peop]i? of Le 
Prechcur who had ventured back 
after 


deserting their homes and found them- 
selves in awful danger. He reports as 
follows:

"The zone of the catastrophe in Mra- 


tinique forms nn elongated 
oval, con- 


taining on land a.bout eight square miles 
of destruction. This oval is partly over 
the sea. The land part is bounded by 
lines 
running from Le Precheur to the 


peak 
of Mont Pclec, thence curving 


around to Carbet. There were three 
well marked zones: First, a center of 
annihilation in which- nil life, vegetable 
and animal was destroyed, the. greater 
northern part of St. Pierre was in this 
zone: second, a zone of singeing-,- blister- 
ing flame which also was fatal to all 
life, killing all men and animals, burn- 
ing the leaves on the trees and scorch- 
ing, but not utterly destroying the trees 
themselves; third, a large 
outer, non- 


destructive zone of fishes wherein somn 
vegetation was injured. 
The focus of 


• annihilation was the new crater midway 
between the sea,and the peak of Mont 
Pelee, whore now exists a new area of 
active 
vulcanism, with hundreds of 


fnriiarolcs or miniature volcanoes. The 
new crater is now vomiting black hot 
mud, which is fulling into the sea. Both 
craters, the 
old and 
new are active. 


Mushroom-shaped steam explosions con- 
stantly ascend from the old crater, while 
heavy, ash-laden clouds float horizontal- 
ly from the new crater. The old ejects 
steam, smoke, mud, pumice and lapilli, 
but no molton .lava. 


The salient topography of the region 


is unaltered. The 
destruction 
of St. 


Pierre was due to the new crater. The 
explosion had great 'superficial 
force, 


acting in radial directions as is evi- 
denced by the dismounting and carrying 
for yards of the guns in the battery on 
the hill south of St. Pierre and the co- 
Ionia! statue of the Virgin in the same 
locality and also by the condition .of the 
ruined houses in St. Pierre.

was an accompanying 


fin me. Others think 
the inciindescent 


cinders and the force 
of their ejection 


were sufh'cipnt to cause the destruction. 
This must be investigated. 
I am now

Prof. Hill has now started on horse- 


back £or the volcano. He will study the 
whole affected area and will try to get 
to both craters.

Edwin Morse., of ..the town of Roches- 


ter, recently elected supervisor of assess- 
ors, by the Racine county board, of su- 
pervisors, is having his troubles 
and 


plenty of them.. .Shortly after his elec- 
tion he commenced to make an examina- 
tion of the books at the register of deeds 
ofh'cCj with a view of hunting up mort- 
gages on different property 
and other 


matters pertaining to the values of prop- 
erty and mode of assessments. 


His.action created a disturbance among 


the moneyed men and soon thousands of 
dollars worth of mortgages commenced to 
be assigned to other states, and things 
were made warm for Mr. Morse. The 
report 
gained circulation that he had 


been illegally elected to the office, not 
having been a permanent resident of the 
county for 4 years ,as the law:provides. 
It was said that Mr. Morse Jived in 
Whitewater a long time and when elect- 
ed had only been at Rochester a little 
over three years, He admitted that was 
a fact and was almost ready to resign, 
when attorneys advised him to hang on, 
and he has been doing so. 


This afternoon quo' waranto proceed- 


ings "were commenced against Mr..Morse, 
by Hugh Edwards, through his attorneys 
Kearney, Thompson & Myers, to oust 
him from the office, or in other words to 
test the legality 
of 
his election. The

BRAKEMAN IS BADLY HURT. 


Thrown With. Great Force Against Switch 


'Face Bruised and Jawbone Fractured. 
William Meyers, a brakeman on the 


Northwestern road, narrowly, escaped be- 
ing instantly killed last night in the 
freight yards in this • city. He 
was 


standing on the side platform of the en- 
gine of a way freight'which arrived in 
the city bound for Chicago about 3:30 
o'clock. The crew was engaged picking 
up cars and were switching for that pur- 
pose when the accident occurred. Mey- 
ers slipped his footing and was thrown 
with great force against a switch, which 
struck hi?n oh the left.sjide of the head 
and rendered him unconscious. 


The train passed 'abftiit :30.0 yards be- 


fore Meyers ,was;miss^d. The conductor 
ot the train shouted for Meyers, but re- 
ceived no reply and he at once suspect- 
ed that he had been jnjured. The con- 
'ductor and other brakemen walked north 
O7i the track and found Meyers lying 
with his head only a few feet away from 
the rail, -near the north end of 
the 


freight office platform. 


It was believed at first that Meyers 


had been killed but in -a, few minutes he 
was able to utter a few words. The pa- 
trol was called and the man was remov- 
ed to the home of Henry Meyers, 701 
Lafayette avenue. 


Dr. McNitt, the surgeon of the. North- 


western road was summoned and dress- 
ed the man's injuries. 'The entire loft 
side of'his face was found to be terribly 
bruised and the jawbone slightly frac- 
tured. His injuries will not prove fatal 
and wilt be able to resume his duties in 
a few days. 


William Meyers has been employed aa 


a brakeman on .the Northwestern road 
for nearly five years. He is a married 
man and resides with his family at 379 
Kcnuihvorth Place, Milwaukee. 


HAS BOTH LIMBS CRUSHED. 


James Dougherty, 
employed as a 


brakeman on the southwestern division 
of tne St. Paul road, met with an acci- 
dent late yesterday afternoon by falling 
under the moving freight and both of 
his legs were crushed. The accident oo 
currcd near the station of Rockton. He 
was removed to the hospital in that place 
and no hopes are entertained for his re- 
covery. Dougherty was 'an old brake 
man and was known and popular with 
all the employes on the road. 


INJURED AT CORLISS. 


Frank Robilliard, of Milwaukee, 


brakeman on the Chicago and Milwaukee 
division of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St 
T'aul railway, -was badly injured at Cor- 
liss this morning. Ho was hanging on 
the side of a freight car and came in 
contact with a switch. He wag rendered 
unconscious, but soon revived. He was 
brought to this city and Dr. F. R. Gnr- 
lock attended him at the waiting rooius 
of the depot.

Tom L, Johnson, of 
Cleveland, admitted to be the bravest 
and strongest, most sanely progressive, 
ind fearlessly true municipal chief in 
America, took the matter in hand and in 
ace of the most determined opposition, 
viped out the disease. Mayor Johnson 
id 
not believe in 
vaccination 
and 


wrought up instances of many people suf- 
ering greatly from sore arms. Dr. Mar.- 
in. IFriedrich made an investigation of 
he disease, the results of vaccination, 
ind reported to Mayor Johnson. Under 
the head of Topics of the Times,, the 
Arena; a magazine, publishes an. article 
leaded; "How Cleveland 
Stamped 
out 


Smallpox." 
A house to house disinfec- 


ion with formaldehyde succeeded after 
raceination and quarantine failed. . In 
>art>the article says: 


'I laid these facts 'before Mayor John- 


son and proposed to stop 
vaccination 


entirely and instead of it disinfect thor- | 
oughly with formaldehyde every section 
of'the" city where smallpox had made its 
appearance; also to give the city a gen-' 
eral cleaning up. The mayor not only 
consented to my plan, but also gave me 
all aid needed. I formed two squads of 
disinfectors, preferring medical 
stud- 


ents for the work. Each squad consisted 
of twenty men, with a. regular sanitary 
mtrolman at their head, and each man 
vas provided with 
a regular sanitary j 


rormaldehyde generator. Thus equipped j 
;hey started out to disinfect every sec-! 
tion of the city where the disease had j 
shown its head, and every house in this i 
section, no matter if smallpox had been 
within or not, 
and every 
room, nook 


and corner of the house, special atten- 
:ion being paid to winter clothes 
that 


md been stored away, presumably laden 
with germs. It took over three months 
:o do the work, but the result was most 
_ ratifying. 
After July 23 seven more 


cases developed, the last one August 23. 


"In order 
to give < you an adequate 


idea of what we did here to get rid of 
smallpox, I have to mention the investi- 
gating department, consisting of physi- 
cians who were thoroughly 
familiar 


with every phase of the disease. They 
were day and night at the disposal of 
tfle health department. They had to in- 
vestigate every suspicious case in town, 
and "whenever they found a case of 
smallpox they asked the patient the fol- 
lowing questions: 


"Who visited 3rou during the last two 


weeks ? 


"Whom have you visited during 
the 


last two weeks? 


"Have you been at any public meet- 


ing during that time, and who was pres- 
ent, to your knowledge? 


"Where do you work? 
"Where do the children attend school? 
"Where does your family attend di- 


vine worship 


"This 
information 
obtained, 
they 


started out to all the indicated addres- 
ses. They asked the foreman, preacher, 
and teaolier for'all absentees during the 
last month from shop, church or school, 
and then visited the house of every one 
of them. 
They 'phoned their 
findings 


to the health office, and disinfectors with 
formaldehyde 
generators 
were 
kept 


reclay to follow the step of the investi- 
gators and disinfect where there was 
tho slightest suspicion of an exposure to 
smallpox.

sanitary police force was given orders 
to make a house-to-house canvass to toll 
the public to ciean up their yards, barns 
and outhouses and ' abate all nuisances 
that could be found.

quarantine. The case was discovered in 
one of tho rooms of the hotel Sunday 
evening/and aa soon as possible the pa- 
tient was removed to another part of 
the city. Not ons of the guests were 
allowed to leave and six of the Zion 
guards were, placed in chai'ge of the 
hotel to see that the most rigid quaran- 
tine was maintained.

is admitted that the patient was one of 
the great crowd that attended the fu- 
neral of Miss Esther Do*ie a few days 
ago, and it is feared that the contagion 
has boon widespread.

ROYAL BEACH IS MB. 


One of the Oldest Pioneers Pastes. 


Away-Had Been a Resident of 


County 57 Years. 


Eoyal Beach, one of the very oldest 


living pioneers of Racine county, died in 
the afternoon of May 20, 1902, at his 
home at Ives Grove, in the town of York- 
ville. Deceased was born in Hampden 
county, Mass., near Wesfleld, May 17, 
1812, and was a son of Normal Beaoh. 
His grandfather was a soldier of the 
Revolutionary war, and -his great grand- 
father was a goldsmith in Liverpool, Eng- 
land. Deceased settled in the town of 
Yorkville in the spring of 1845, settling 
on 134 acres of land. By hard and care- 
ful work he cultivated a fine farm and 
built a handsome residence. He mar- 
ried Mary Culver, May 15, 1845, daugh- 
ter of Titus'Culver, who was of the old 
Puritan stock 
of Massachusetts. Two. 


children were born to them. Mr. Beach 
was honored with many minor offices of 
trust. In his death the county loses one 
of its very earliest residents,'a man who 
was honest and upright, held in the high- 
est regard by friends and neighbors and 
a, man who was always ready and willing 
to Tiplift and give support to anything 
that was right and just. His' wife sur-

WEATHER REPORT. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Ma y 27.—U. S. 


Department of Agriculture, Climate and 
Crop Bulletin of the Weather Bureau, 
Wisconsin section for the week ending 
May 27: The moderate high 
tempera- 


tures which prevailed throughout tho 
week find the frequent showers alternat- 
ing with warm sunshine produced al- 
most pei-fect conditions for growth, and 
all growing crops made remarkably 
rapid advancement except in a few lo- 
calities, principally in the southwestern 
counties where the excessive rains were 
detrimental to crops on low ground and 
occasioned considerable damage to'new- 
ly plowed land by washing. Notwith- 
standing the delay in the completion of 
corn and potato planting, on account of 
the wet condition of the soil, the general 
tone of the reports received from 
cor- 


respondents continues very 
hopeful. 


The feeling among the farmers is, how- 
ever, that corn and potatoes should be 
in the ground in order to reach matur- 
ity before the full frosts and a few days 
of dry weather is needed to place the 
soil in good condition. The average tem- 
perature was considerably higher tnkn 
for the previous week ,the daily maxi- 
mum, ranging from 
70 to 'So degrees, 


while the night temperatures were gen- 
erally above 50 degrees. No frosts 
oc- 


curred during the week. 


The week was characterized by fre- 


quent and'severe local thundershowers, 
accompanied in some localities by ex- 
cessive rains and in a few instances hail. 
The damage 
by the rains was confined 


to low ground, which in many sections 
was overflowed, 
and to rolling 
land, 


where considerable washing 
occurred. 


The rains in some sections, especially in 
the middle and western counties, were 
almost continuous, and very heavy, the 
total at 
Pine River for the week 


amounting to over 4 inches, and at 
Meadow Valley 3.8T. iP'arm work was 
much, delayed by the heavy rains, which 
made the ground too wet to 
work. 


In sections where the rnins were heavi- 
est it will require several days of dry, 
weather before farming operations can 
be resumed. 


Winter wheat and rye 
continue to 


make good progress and although there 
is some complaint of damage by exces- 
sive moisture qn low land, these crops 
promise large yield. The warm weather 
and abundant rains have grea-tly im- 
proved spring grains and the outlook is 
very favorable. Meadows and pastures 
continue to make excellent growth and 
are furnishing feed in abundance. 


CURE YOUR HIDES. 


Shipping green or partially cured hides 


to market at this season is equivalent to 
throwing away good money. 
Frequently 


the receipta include hides that, if prop- 
erly cured, would bring $4 or $5 each; 
but, 
through lack of, say, 5 cents' worth 


of salt, they arrive here utterly worth- 
less—a total loss to the shipper and 
much annoyance to the receiver. Dry 
flint hides>g,hould always be poisoned, as 
well as goat skins, doer skins and other 
pelts and furs. Shippers don't seem to 
realize the great amount of damage done 
by bugs. 


PREPARING WOOL FOR MARKET. 


Growers are urged to put up their pro- 


duct in good marketable condition to 
make it as attravtive as possible, that 
only regular wool twine will be used in 
tying the fleeces; that all dung and oth- 
er foreign substances (so far as is prac- 
ticable) be removed from each fleece; and 
thafc'burry and clear fleeces be kept sep- 
arate. These are tha main points; but 
any other care bestowed in the improve- 
ment of the appearance, or the desirabil- 
ity of the wool, will surely be repaid.by 
the enhanced value it will command when 
sold.

MADISON, May 29.—The, resignation 


of G. C. McClaughry as \varden of the 
state prison at Waupun was accepted by 
the state board of control yesterday, to 
take effect at once. A. G. .Nelson,' a 
member of the board, started for Wau- 
pun at once to take charge of the prison 
until a new warden is chosen. No one 
is in view at present. 


: While there1 has been talk, of Warden 


McCIaughry's seeking another place; his 
resignation was, a surprise to the mem- 
bers of .the board, who.intended to re- 
elect him at the meeting at-which he ap- 
peared with 
his . resignation. Reports 


that Governor La Follettee took a hand 
in the matter in order to create a place 
for a new man are denied absolutely by 
members of the board, who say the gov- 
ernor has not interfered in the.least. 


FEELING AT. PRISON.. 


The real reason for McCIaughry's res- 


ignation, it is stated, is found in the feel- 
ing at the prisbn3 especially since tlie dis- 
missal of the deputy warden about^two 
months ago for. brutal''treatment of pris- 
oners. At theisame time .the 'board cur- 
tailed the warden's power-in the appoint- 
ment and discharge of subordinated, and 
this helped to Strengthen the; opposition 
to him. which had sprung -up among 
them, • -

All the members 
of the ' board give 


Wardeu, MeClaughry credit.for bringing 
the state prison up' to a high point of 
cleanliness and efficiency, and say there 
has been no 'better kept prison in the 
country. His main trouble', it is assert- 
ed, arose from his own obstinacy, and a 
sample of this is cited in an incident .just 
after his appointment three years ago. 


FLOATS BRITISH FLAG. 


He succeeded John Roberts, a Waupun 


man, and there/Avas some feeling :about 
a man being brought from'outside the 
state to replace a local office holder. Mr. 
MeClaughry carried his independence of 
local feeling to the extent of hanging out 
the British flag on the porch of his resi- 
dence during a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. A committee of indignant citizens 
demanded that, he haul it. down, and 
when he refuse!? tore it down themselves. 
This helped to stir'iip a bitterness, which 
has not abated. While little*'or no at- 
tention has been' paid to this local feel- 
ing by the board'of control, it brought 
on the (situation which, it is stated, fin- 
ally led to McCIaughry's voluntary re- 
tirement.

Had he been willing to remain under 


the Conditions existing Mr, MeClaughry 
it is said, would have been reappointed 
in spite of the attacks which have been 
made on him and the complaints sent to 
the governor. Warden McCIaughry's ac- 
tion is the result, as he admits in a com- 
munication to the board accompanying 
his resignation, of the removal of his 
deputy warden. .This, he says, aroused 
in the prison a spirit of exultation ap- 
proaching insubordination.
